Its history dates back to nearly a cen-
tury ago when Washington Irving and Philip
Hore visited thls then quiet and beautiful
dale, The town was named for Philip Hone,
one of the first mayors of New York City.

to turn a wheel by steam on the Western Hemisphere
and other notable and historic events followed., To-
day Honesdale 18 recognized as a manufacturing center.

The first locomotive to turn a
wheel on a rallroad 'n America made Ita trinl trip at
Honesdale, on the 8th of August, 1829, with Horatio

Allen as englneer. The engine wna bullt at Stour-
bridge, England, and .was named “The Stourhridge
Lion.” It was ordered by the Delaware and Hudson

Canal company, and imported by that corporation for
use on thelr rallroad between Honesdale and Carbon-
dale.
